Two of tho. Get of Broomstick Among Afternoon's 
Winners at Lexington Track — Royal Captive 
the Only Successful Favorite. 



Lexington. Ky., May 1. — For the second day of 
iis spring meeting, the Kentucky Association had 
dry weather with clearing skies and some sunshine 
after tlie lirst race. A high wind, however, made 
it at times disagreeable. Tho track was heavy and 
the time necessarily slow. The contests wore fairly 
keen and the sport on the whole was good. The 
day. however, was full of ladting disappointments 
for the talent. Royal Captive in the third race being 
the only successful first choice, and she was fast 
weakening at the end. Another dozen strides and 
Rash, which had come from far hack to take second 
place from Star Blue, would have won. 

It. 11. Anderson's I.atonia Derby winner. Joe Mor- 
ris. making his lirst appearance of the year, won 
the handicap at a mile unite easily and in convinc- 
ing fashion. Starlmttle. the heaviest backed horse 
in the race, performed as if far from ready and 
finished last of the four, l.eatnenee and Foxy Mary 
tilling the place and show i>ositioiis heads apart. 
This race will do Starbottlc much good and it may 
be liuil he will turn the tables on Joe Morris if they 
meet in the Camden Handicap next Saturday. In- 
cidentally this was Joe Morris' lirst winning effort 
in the mud. 

Sons and daughters of Harry Payne Whitney's 
good stallion. Broomstick, performed brilliantly to- 
dav. There were only throe of them on the card 
and each of them got some money. Irving II. 
Wheaterofi's King Broomstick, which was consid- 
ered by breeders generally as the handsomest year- 
ling in Kentucky last fall, was saddled lor the sec- 
ond race by llenry McDaniel and he won in such 
commanding style as to cause hot-semen to at once 
declare him a dangerous factor for the Breeders’ 
Futurity, which is to lie run a week from tomorrow. 
Bachelor Girl, a daughter of Broomstick and Way 
ward I.ass. from the stalde of L. K. Bradley made 
her lirst appearance in the fourth race, rushed t" 
the front in Urn hist few strides, led all the way- 
ami won impressively in a drive with Orcen. ( . l.. 
Marti son's Winning Witch, another daughter of 
Broomstick, was a List coming third, although six 
lengths back at tin* linisli. Both of these Broomstick 
lillies are eligible to the Klinendorf Stakes to be 
run Thursday. After the race today Mr. Harrison 
congratulated trainer Cliff Hamilton on the showing 
of Bachelor Girl and remarked: "I’ll have to take 

another trv at her next Thursday, I guess." ‘Acs. 1 
now think site will start for the Klmeudon. though 
Mr Braillev iimv conclude to reserve her for the 
Breeders' Futurity.” trainer Hamilton replied. 

Entering the stretch in the lirst race ltedlass 
looked like the winner, hut Sam Bernard, working 
liis wav out of the bunch, overhauled her a sixteen 
out anil beat her home in a (trite. 

Sam Bernard, in tile last r.lce. was one of the 
biggest disappointments of ibe afternoon. Cartilage 
was scratched from this race after the hotting had 
been in progress for about ten minutes. Trainer 
Carinodv made the claim that Pickett, who had lieen 
slated for the mount, was under contract to ride for 
iiim. and he refused to deposit with Secretary Shelley 
the usual $.1 for a losing mount, collectable in ad 
vanee of tin* running.

Walcott rode Mendowgrass for 
Mr. Moore today and gave t lie horse a good ride. 
AVill Perkins is training the .Moore horses. 

Ed A. Tipton, of the I-'asig Tipton Co., was among 
t he visitors today. He lias been in Cleveland on 
business and took a mu down here for a few days. 
Jh* said lie was not on business and that it was 
list early to talk about selling yearlings this year. 
Tin* big sales of the youngsters will he in the late 
summer and autumn here.

Louisville, Ky.. May 1.— The decision of tin* Ken- 
tucky Stale Racing Commission to donate a Jfl.otMl 
gold cup to the winner of the promised four-mile 
Endurance Stakes insures the running of that race 
on one of the three Kentucky tra< ks this coming fall. 
It is more than likely that the event will he decided 
at Churchill 1 towns. Col. M. J. Winn of Ihe New 
Louisville Jockey Clnh says he will add $. 1,000 to 
such a race, provided the entries represent the class 
to justify a purse of this value. Colonel Winn un- 
ipiestkmahly would add $ 10,000 if the class should 
he there. 

The promised raee takes horsemen hack to tin- 
long ago. Years since a California Association club 
hung up $:;n.ooo for, a four-mile heat race. That 
event drew for entries the greatest horses then in 
training. Several of the starters in that race were 
fitted for it months in advance. The famous race 
mare. Katie Pease, crowned her career by winning 
that raee. it being her farewell to the turf. This 
event was run three seasons in California. The other 
two winners were Foster and Thud Stevens. Four 
mile races, in recent years, have been off the cards 
of most associations save in California, where up to 
a year ago the Thornton Stakes was maintained at 
this distance. 

In the early history of the New Louisville Jockey 
Club there wen* some stirring races at this route. 
It was here that the famous Ten Broeck lowered tin* 
teeotd for this distance and also ran his illustrious 
mutch race with Mollie McCarthy on July 4. 1S7S. 
That event was witnessed by a crowd that has al- 
ways been cited as the largest that ever beheld a 
day's racing in Kentucky. 

At one time Churchill Downs not only held 'the 
fastest four-mile record — Ten Broeek’s 7:11,' — hut a 
mare called Janet ran the distance in 7:27. .Tint 
Malone, in 1KNO, ran four miles here in 7 : 1S4 A . and 
this was the last raee at four miles at the Downs. 

The impression concerning the Endurance Stakes 
is that the added money must is- sufficient to make it 
an incentive for owners to train their best horses for 
tin* big race. Many believe that a raee of this kind 
would attract a much larger field if eaelt track on 
the Kentucky circuit this fall would make a liberal 
offering for such a race. It is thought that under 
such conditions S. C. Hildreth would not hesitate 
to lit Fit* Herbert for such a contest. Countless, 
doubtless, would tie another great horse to try for 
the prize, and Wade AfcLcntore probably would not 
hesitate to come to Kentucky with his sensational 
man*. Meadow. The raee would Is* tlm attraction 
of a decade and worth many thousands of dollars 
to a in of the racing associations. 

Charles F. Grainger, president of the New Louis- 
ville Jockey Club, is greatly interested in the En 
durance Stakes. He is in favor of offering as an 
inducement added money the like of which, in value, 
lias not been known on the Kentucky turf in many 
yea rs. 

The Endurance Stakes will establish also the 
fallacy that long distance racers are no longer bred 
and trained on the American turf. The truth is that 
horses of today are generally titled for short races, 
hut if properly handled they will display all of the 
endurance desired. 

Rain of many hours duration rendered the courses 
at Churchill Downs and Douglas Park slushy yes- 
terday. though the tracks had firm footing below. 
Tin* Sunday exercise of the Derby candidates was 
confined to trotting and slow cantering on the roads 
surrounding tin* stables. However, a number of 
other racers did sharp work, especially tit the Downs.

RYAN RACERS SHIPPED TO LOUISVILLE. 

New York. May 1. — Thomas Fortune Ryan, well 
known as one of America's great financiers, is al«*itt 
to make liis debut as a racing owner. It is an- 
nounced Ilia r Mr. Ryan lias shipped six two-year-olds 
from liis breeding establishment at Oak Ridge. Xel- 
snn County. Virginia, to Churchill Downs. Louisville, 
where lie will begin his career as a turfman. The 
Oak Ridge Stalde will tie the name in which Mr. 
Ryan's horses will run. The colors of tin* stable are 
white, with green sasli and cap. A trainer’s license 
was issued recently by tin* Jockey Club to \V. M. 
Carter, who lias been in charge of the thoroughbreds 
at Oak Ridge. Mr. Carter is said to he a thorough 
horseman and qualified to train and place his horses 
intelligently. 

One gelding and five fillies comprise the collection 
that will carry Mr. Ityan's colors in Kentucky. 
Their names and pedigrees follow:

Because Mr. Ryan is a notable accession to the 
turf, interest in the running of liis racers will be 
widespread. Horsemen having Hie best interest of 
racing at heart and race-goers in general are sure to 
wish the stable success. 

Six months ago Mr. Ryan purchased through Dr. 
Russell, veterinarian for Richard Croker’s horses in 
Great Britain, the stallion Sea King, a soil of Per- 
simmon and Sea Air. Sea King is an exceptionally 
tin*- individual and has the distinction of being one 
of the Im-s1 bred horses ever foaled in Europe. Tho 
thirteen Irish mares imported by Mr. Ryan last 
ant mini an- thriving «>u tin* blue grass of tin* Oak 
Ridge establishment in Virginia. They will he mated 
witii the American stallion. Ellisdale. a product of 
California. Ellisdale is seven years old. liy Water- 
cress La Dritnera. Monsieur <h- L’Orme. by Orme — 
sire of Orby, winner of the English Derby — is an- 
other stallion standing at Oak Ridge. 

When Mr. Ryan decided to ship* his horses west 
he consulted with the representative of an express 
company regarding a good train. The express agent 
produced a list of trains running from Charlottes 
ville. thirty miles north of Oak Ridge, to Louisville. 
Air. Ryan selected the Chesapeake & Ohio limited 
express. 

•’Why. 1 couldn’t get even a basket of flowers on 
that train, let alone a horse ear,” said tin* agent. 

“Well, we’ll see what can lie done.’’ answered Air. 
Ryan, and wiilt that he called up tin* main offices of 
the ('. & O. Railroad on the ’phone. 

An instant later he turned to the agent and said: 
“Complete your arrangements, the car will go on 
the limited express.” 

It is needless to say that horses were never shipped 
with more care or speed than the lot sent to Louis- 
ville h.v Mr. Ryan.

He sold 
Ynea to George Fray ley and the latter will race lor 
over the half-mile tracks in Canada. 

('apt. William F. I'resgrave. who has the Clyde 
horses in splendid condition t liis spring, reports tho 
loss of Lady of Alerda. Duke of Roanoke and Argo. 
These horses died at Salisbury last winter, duo to 
having contracted disease which was brought into 
tlu* stable through a shipment of hay. The Limy 
of Mercia won tin* King's Plate at Blue Bonnets ami 
Duke of Roanoke won a cup raee at Woodbine l:ist 
season.

PROSPECTIVE LEGISLATION AT ALBANY. 



Albany, X'. Y., Alay 1. Rills are to lie introduced 
ill tlie Legislature here this week affecting racing, 
(hie hill ready for introduction will make the direc- 
tors’ liability law applicable only to sin-h enclosures 
or buildings as art* intended for gambling purposes 
and not to those where gambling is incidental. A 
second bill adds a new section to tin* penal chile 
defining a bookmaker as one who quotes odds or 
accepts wagers from the public in general. 

For several weeks men well known in racing cir- 
cles have been in Albany, it was well known that 
they hoped to secure legislation which would repeal 
or nuilify tin* sweeping provisions of the directors’ 
liability law. which provides that trustees or direc- 
tors of racing associations may be jailed if anyone 
is found betting on their premises, it was the great 
scope of this law which caused the jockey clubs 
of the state to decide not to race this year. 

it is helieved that one or the other of the measures 
mentioned will 1m- found acceptable to Governor 
Dix. There is a third hill, repealing the directors' 
liability law. introduced by Assemblyman Martin of 
Saratoga, now in* fore the assembly, but it is not 
thought it will pass.
